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East  Orange  Sewage 

The  Township  of  East  Orange  desires 
to  get  rid  of  its  sewage.  This  is  natural. 

But  East  Orange  is  not  a  place  where 
the  people  desire  and  ait,  still.  They 
beftir  themselves  to  realize  their  wishes, 
ami  as  a  result  they  have  a  plan  well  uu 
der  way  for  the  disi>oeal  of  their  sewage. 
So  far  so  good. 

The  people  of  Bloomfield  appreciate, 
admire  and  commend  the  vigor  and  pub¬ 
lic  spirit  of  their  neighbors  over  the  line! 
But  they  object  to  the  use  of  a  part  of 
their  territory  as  a  dumping  ground. 
This  is  also  natural,  as  our  neighbors  will 
admit 

Tbe  mass  of  the  citizens  who  own  pro¬ 
perty^  or  regard  their  convenience,  look 
upon  this  new  enterprise  with  uneasiness ; 
apd  all  who  know  anything  of  it  regard 
it  with  dismay.  The  plain  English  of 
£he  matter  is,  that  the  contents  of  all  the 
cesspools  of  East  Orange,  partially  puri¬ 
fied,  is  to  be  deposited  in  a  lot  of  land  in 
the  Township  of  Bloomfield,  near  the 
works  to  l>e  established  at  Dodd’d  saw 
mill,  and  run  off  through  Second  River. 
To  be  sure  we  might  imitate  Newark*  and 
use  the  flow  of  Second  River  as  a  water 
supply,  and  thus  avoid  all  danger  of  its 
impurities  rotting  in  the  sun  to  the  dam 
age  of  the  air.  But  drinkiug  sewer  wa¬ 
ter  is  no  leas  dangerous  (outside  of  New 
ark  and  Jersey  City)  than  breathing  sew¬ 
er  ah'-  Of  what  avail  will  it*  be  to  avoid 
the  perils  of  sewer  gas  by  means  of  elab. 
orate  plumbing  within  doors,  if  we  are 
to  be  confronted  with  the  same  sort  of 
peril  without  ? 

There  are-  places  accessible  to  East 
Orange  where  the  houses  are  few,  and 
will  be  for  many  years  to  come,  where 
these  works  could  be  located.  There  are 
other  systems  which  do  not  involve  puri¬ 
fying  sewage  in  onesiown  back  yard.  It 
is  therefore  needless  to  inflict  this  nui. 
sauce  upon  a  large  and  valuable  and 
thickly  settled  part  of  Bloomfield,  Orange 
and  East  Orange.  To  bring  the  matter 
to  the  attention  of  the  Ea^t  Orange  Town' 
Committee,  it  is  proposed  to  present  a 
petition  to  them  remonstrating  against 
the  using  of  the  proposed  site  for  a  sew¬ 
age  works.  Copies  of  this  petition  will 
be  left  at  several  convenient  points  and 
it  is  hoped  that  every  person  in  the  town- 
ship  will  make  it  convenient  to  call  and

The  Sewage  Question. 

From  an  article  in  Nature  (London) 
thqjollowing  points  are  taken  : 

The  purification^and  utilization  of,  the 
sewage  of  towns  is^subject  of  much  im¬ 
portance,  both  in  its  public  health  and 
commercial  aspects.  The  idea,  so  long 
entertain  ed,  'that  town  sewage  could,  by 
various  methods,  be  made  to  yield  a 
manure  which  would  give  rise  by. its  sale 
to  an  enormous  profit  is  now  exploded. 
The  highest  degree  of  purification,  we 
now  know,  can  only  be  attained  on  land 
naturally  suitable  from  its  porosity  and 
other  properties,  and  artificially  prepared 
by  extensive  under-drainage.  The  agents 
which  purify  sewage  in  ibfpassage  through 
soil,  bv  converting  the  nitrogenized  or¬ 
ganic  matters  into  inorganic  salts — ni¬ 
trates  and  nitrites  of  the  alkaline  and 
earthy  bases,  junl  ammonia — have  been 
discovered  to  be  bacterial  micro-organ¬ 
isms,  resident  chiefly  in  the  superficial 
18  inches  of  soil,  and  far  more  abundant 
in  sonde  soils  than  in  others.  Sewage 
farming  has  been  ascertained  to  be  pro¬ 
fitable,  under  sujtablfe^conditions.  The 

sewage  must  flow  from  the  town  to  the 
farmgfoy  gravitation — the  cost  of  pumping 
will  neutralize  profits  from  the  sale  of 
farm  produce ;  a  part  of  the  farm  must 
be.  laid  out  as  a  filter  bed,  so  that  the 
sewage,  when  not  required  on  the  culti 
vated  land,  or  when  so  dilute  ffom  the 
presence  of  storm  waters  as  to  be  inap¬ 
plicable,  may  be  purified  on  a  small,  very 
porous,  area  by  the  process  of  intermit¬ 
tent  downward  filtration.  Very  few  groV- 
ing  crops  are  benefited  by  the  application 


of  sewage,  except  tbe  various  kinds  cf 
grasses,  and  of  these  such  enormous 
quantities  can  be  produced  that,  unless 
converted  into  “silage,”  or  utilized  on* 
tbe  farm  in  tbe  production  of  stock  and 
daily  produce,  they  may  be  expected  to 
result  in  a  loss,  from  tbe  absence  uif  any 
demand  for  such  large  quantities  at  all 
periods  of  the  year. 

In  this  country,  the  sewage  farm  at 
Birmingham  is  probably  the  best  exam¬ 
ple  of  what  has  been  done  to  solve  a  most 
difficult  problem  by  the  application  of 
sewage  to  land.  Here,  tbe  sewage  is 
first  freed  from  its  susjiended  matters 
by  a  process  of  precipitation,  a  priced 
ing  necessary  not  only  to  prevent  warp¬ 
ing  of  the  land  with  offensive  solid  mat¬ 
ters,  but  also  to  withdraw  the  metallic 
salts  and  aci«ls  incidental  to  the  sewage 
of  a  manufacturing  town,  which  would 
be  injurious  to  vegetation.  Even  this 
magnificent  example  of  dealing  satisfac¬ 
torily  with  the  most  difficult  municipal 
problem  of  modern  times  is  eclipsed  by 
the  city  of  Berlin  on  the  continent.  The 
sewage  farms  at  Berlin  have  successfully 
dealt  with  the  sewage  of  887*500  ]!>eoplfe 
—nearly  twioe  the  population  of  Bir¬ 
mingham,  whilst  London  is  still  allowing 
to  run  to  waste  an  enormous  amount  of 
valuable  material,  at  the  same  time  pol¬ 
luting  a  river— the  highway  of  itd  com¬ 
merce — to  an  extent  never  previously 
dreamt  of. 

Processes  of  precipitating  sewage  by 
chemicals  are  now  known  to  exert  only  a 
partially  purifying  influence.  The  best 
process  yet  discovered  can  do  little)  more 
than  free  the  sewage  from  its  suspended 
matters,  allowing  all  the  dissolved  con- 
stitutents  of  sewage — by  far  the  most 
valuable  portion  agriculturally  and  them 
ically — to  pass  away  in  the  effluent. 
Lime  dissolved  as  lime  water,  sulphate 
of  alumina,  anil  perhaps  *  proto-suhiliate 
,of  iron,  taken  together  and  added  to  the 
sewage  in  the  proportion  of  not  'more 
than  10'  to  15  grains  to  the  galloif,  are 
the  best,  most  economical,  and  inlet  ef¬ 
fective  precipitants.  Other  more  Valua¬ 
ble  substances,  added  to  the  sewage  with 
the  view  of  increasing  the  value  of  the 
precijiitated  sludge  or  manure,  are  in 
large  proportion  lost  in  the  effluent  water, 
and  as  they  do  not  assist  precipitation, 
might  just  as  well  be  added  to  the  slpdge 
afterwards,  if  fortification  is  required. 
Half  a  crown  and  no  more  is  the  value 
per  ton  of  the  precipitated  solids  of  sew¬ 
age.  This  value  will  generally  pay  for 
the  cost  of  their  carriage  a  mile  or  so  in 
agricultural  districts,  but  no  further. 

A  great  improvement  in  dealing  with 
the  semi-liquid  sewage  sludge  has  lieen 
lately  effected.  The  sludge  containing 
over  90  per  /sent,  of  water  was  formerly 
allowed  to  dry  in  the  air  or  in  a  drying- 
chamber,  and  a  most  intolerable  nuisance' 
resulted.  It  is  now  possible  by  means  of 
of  hydraulic  filter-presses  to  convert  the 
semi-liquid  sludge  into  solid  cakes  con¬ 
taining  40  to  50  per  cent,  of  water,  and 
in  this  form  it  is  innocuous  to  the  senses, 
and  can  be  readily  conveyed  away  by 
cartage. 

The  knowledge  already  acquired  de¬ 
mands  thpt  now,  and  in  the  future,  the 
sewage  of  towns  should,  whenever  possi¬ 
ble,  be  utilized  on  land  in  the  production 
of  crops  o^  dairy  produce ;  failing  this, 
the  sewage  should  be  freed  from  its  solids 
by  precipitation,  and  subsequently  puri¬ 
fied  on  land  laid  out  as  filter-beds,  effi¬ 
cient  purification,  and  not  the  production 
of  crops,  being  alone  aimed  at.  If  appli¬ 
cation  to  land  is  impossible,  then  pre¬ 
cipitation  processes  alone  must  be  relied 
onT  and  where  the  sewage  can  be  turned 
into  the  sea(,  and  effectually  got  rid  of 
without  nuisance,  there  it  maybe  allpw- 
able  to  waste  valuable  matter  wliieh  can- 
toot  be  utilized  except  at  a  cost  destructive 


of  all  profits  from  its  utilization.
